‘Thus did thele happy lovers cherith the fweet 
intoxication and illaiive fecurity of the prefent 
hour. The Prince fpent with Tanguy thofe mo- 
ments which he could not devote to his dear Ali- 
cia. ‘This faithful friend was come to vilit him 
in his retirement at Guildo, which was one of the 
e(tates that formed the dowry of Mademoifelle 
de Dinan. He endeavored in vain to inipire him 
with that difcreet and neceflary caution, which 
we are by no means to confound with diflimula- 
tion. The Prince openly exprefled his difcon- 
tent, and in his invectives againit the favourites, 
he did not {pare bis brother. He had tent for 
fome fkilful Englith archers from Normandy, 
with whom he exercifed the bow and arrow; a 
diverfion of which he was very fond, and which 
was one of the caules of his ruin.

5th, with a cargo of 365 flaves, and that on the ed of 
Sepiember the flaves rofe and murdered all the thip’s com. 
pany, excepting feven or sight who got into the jolly boat, 
and ten whom they {pared to work the thip, The negioes 
ordered the failors to keep the thip’s head always to the 
fun, and threatened them with tmmediate death, fhould 
they difier from that courfe. In this pofition the thip was 
kept for about 40 days during which time the negroes 
drank all the liquor except the wine, which they fad was 
fome of their blood ; of courfe it fell tothe failors. They 
alfo threw overs board every bariclof beef, under the idea 
of its being negro flefh, The fituation of the unfortunate 
furvivors of the crew was the molt dreadful that can be 
imagined, At lef, when ail the provifiors and water 
were expended, the negroes permitied the long boat to be 
hoified out, as they were told by the feamen that water 
could be obtaiped and brought to them in a day and night, 
The objeét of the failors was to get away from them ; but 
the negroes would fufler only two white men to go on 
board with ten blacks, who were furnifhed wih cafks to 
hold water, A breeze fpringing up, the fhip hove to, 
and took the people out of the boat It was now agreed 
on by the negroes, to put every white, except a boy, to 
death the next morning, and the knowledge of this their 
imention determined the failors to make their efcape if pof- 
fible that night, Four menaccordingly got into the boat, 
under pretence of making her fall aitern, and gave the refi 
acall, but they were too feeble, having been three days 
without vidtuals or drink, that they could not follow 
Finding there was no time to lofe, Daniel Maney let go 
the rope that held the boat, which diopt aflern Next 
morning the fhip was notto be feen, In the boat were 
an old tep-gallant-fail, one oar and a maft, Hoitled fail, 
and itood as near as could be guctiled being withou 
a compafs, W.N,. W. courfe, On the 7th day afier 
leaving the fhip made land, run the boat on fhore, and 
got into the woods in quelt of water, having been with- 
out any fo long as three days before ‘they left the thip.
